The  record  production  of  over  111  iDillion  pounds  of  milk  in  1940  en- 
abled the  Nation's  farmers  to  deliver  a  larger  volume  of  dairy  products  into 
commercial  channels  than  in  anjr  previous  year.     The  milk,  cream  and  farm- 
churned  "butter  sold  from  farms  in  1940  represented  nearly  87.7  "billion  pounds 
of  milk,  or  about  o  billion  pounds  more  tha.n  in  1939. 

Higher  prices  received  by  farmers  for  all  dairy  products,  together 
with  the  increased  volume  of  products  sold  put  $1,526,702,000  into  the  national 
farm  pocketbook,  slightly  less  than  in  1937,  but  otherv/ise  the  highest  cash 
farm  income  since  19£;0.     If  the  $387,358,000  v/orth  of  milk,  cream,  and  farm 
butter  consumed  on  farms  v/here  produced  is  added  to  this  total,  the  gross  in- 
come of  farmers  from  milk  and  milk  products  in  1940  amoiinted  to  $1,914,060,000. 


Production  of  Milk  and  Bu.tterfat  Increased  in  1940 


Milk  produced  on  farms  in  1940,  estimated  at  over  111  billion  pounds 
was  more  than  2  percent  higher  than  in  1939,  and  represents  a  record  high  pro- 
duction per  capita  in  the  17-year  period  for  v/hlch  records  are  available. 
Contributing  to  this  increased  production  of  milk  were  the  24.3  million  head 
of  milk  cows  on  farms — the  largest  number  since  1935 — and  a  near-record  pro- 
duction of  milk  per  cow.     The  third  best  pasture  season  in  a  decade,  together 
with  liberal  supplementary  feeding  of  grain  and  concentrates  to  milk  cows, 
resulted  in  a  milk  flow  per  cov/  well  above  average  in  all  months.    Eor  the 
year,  average  production  per  cow,  in  the  United  States  is  estimated  at  4,575 
pounds,  only  slightly  below  the  previous  high  record  of  4,579  pounds  in  1929. 
Estimated  numbers  of  milk  cows  on  farms,  milk  and  butterfat  production  per 
cow,  and  total  production  of  milk  and  butterfat  on  farms  in  the  United  States 
in  each  of  the  past  17  years  are  shown  in  Table  1.  ■

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Outside  the  Cotton  Belt  the  niimoer  of  milk  cows,  ,  milk  production  per 
cow  and  total  milk  production  in  1940  v;ere  rather  generally  above  those  in 
1939  except  in  a  few  States  v/here  crops  and  pastures  suffered  from  drought  or 
where  interest  shifted  to  "beef  cattle.     Increases  in  production  totaling  as 
much  as  6  or  7  percent  v/ere  noted  in  a  number  of  intensive  dairy  States  in- 
cluding Vermont,  Nevr  York,  Wisconsin,  and  Idaho.     Substantial  increases  were 
also  reported  in  some  Great  Plains  States  that  are  recovering  from  forTier 
droughts.    On  the  otl;.er  hand,  in  much  of  the  South,  milk  production  in  1940 
was  lov/er  than  in  1^39.     This  was  chiefly  due  to  lower  production  per  cow  as 
the  result  of  the  severe  wj.nter,  poor  postures,  local  shortage  of  feed  prior 
to  the  harvest  of  1940  crops,  and  increased  interest  in  beef  production  in 
some  areas.    3stimates,  by  States,  of  milk  cov^  numbers,  milk  production  per 
cow,  and  total  milk  production  on  farms  over  the  1924-40  period  are  shovm  in 
Tables  4,  5,  and  6, 


Less  Butter  Churned  on  Farms 

The  production  of  home-made  butter  continued  to  decline  and  1940  esti- 
mates showed  only  434  million  pounds  churned  on  farms.     This  quantity  was  only 
about  two-fifths  as  much  as  v/as  churned  on  farms  at  the  turn  of  the  century 
when  farm  butter  production  in  the  United  States  was  near  its  peak.     In  recent 
decades  the  factory  production  of  butter  has  increa-sed  and  the  farm  churn  has 
not  been  used  so  much  except  for  a  few  years  during  the  depression  period  when 
prices  of  butter  v;ere  high  in  relation  to  butterfat,  and  hard  times  encouraged 
self-sufficiency  on  farms.    Production  in  1940  was  only  f^bout  75  percent  of  the 
1932  level,  the  peak  of  the  temporary  upturn.     In  Table  1  will  be  found  esti- 
mates of  the  quantity  of  butter  churned  annually  on  farms  in  the  United  States 
from  1924  through  1940,  together  with  the  amount  of  milk  used  for  this  pur- 
pose in  each  year.     The  records  of  the  1940  Census  v;hich  have  recently  become 
available  indicate  that  the  production  of  farm  butter  has  declined  even  more 
rapidly  between  1934  and  1939  than  present  estimates  show. 

The  decrease  in  production  of  home-made  butter  in  1940  belox«f  that  in 
1939' was  shared  by  nearly  all  States.    Farm  butter  is  no  longer  of  great  im- 
portance in  highly  commercialized  dairy  areas.     In  the  South,  hov/ever,  where 
a  large  part  of  the  milk  is  produced  primarily  for  family  use,  farm  butter 
still  represents  one  of  the  more  important  items  of  milk  utilization,  a.nd  the 
quantity  is  large  in  relation  to  the  volume  of  dairy  products  manufactured 
in  factories.     In  the  Caro-linas,  Georgia,  Alabama  and  Florida,  s,s  a  group, 
more  than  15  times  as  much  butter  wa„s  churned  on  farms  in  1940  as  was  made  in 
the  creameries  of  those  States.     In  West  Virginia,  Mississippi,  Arkansas  and 
Louisiana,  far>Ti  butter  was  mostly  from  3  to  4  times  as  important  as  creamery 
butter.     In  Tivas,  vfhich  exceeds  all  other  States  in  farm  butter  production, 
the  household  churn,  though  losing  ground,  is  still  more  important  than  the 
butter  factory.    For  the  country  as  a  whole,  however,  farm  butter  production 
in  1940  was  only  about  a  fourth  as  great  as  creamery  butter  production  and 
utilized  only  about  a  thirteenth  of  the  milk  produced  on  farms.    Annual  esti- 
mates of  butter  churned  on  farms,  by  States,  1924-40,  are  shovm  in  Table  7.

Mors  Wholesale  Milk  Sold  from  Farms  in  1940 


About  four-fifths  of  the  111  ■billion  pou.nds  of  milk  prod\:.ced  on  farms  in 
1940  was  utilized  in  the  rail-:,  cre^ra  and  farm  'butter  sold  "by  far^iersc  ^/'liolesale 
deliveries  of  milk  to  plants,  dealers,  etc,  represented  the  most  ir^ortr.ut  sales  ■ 
outlet  for  farm  prodiiced  milk.    More  thaa  half  cf  the  x>.'hole.?ale  milk"  sold  "by 
farmers  is  resold  by  aealers  for  direct  ivma-r.  consuiraption  as  xMuid  milk  and  cream. 
The  remainder  is  utilised  in  factories  for  manufacture  into  cheese,  evaoorated 
milk,  ice  cream  and  other  products.     In  volume,  wholesale  milk  accounted  for  about 
52  percent  of  the  milk  in  dairy  products  sold  from  farms  in  1940  while  on  the 
basis  of  income  it  represented  about  55  percent  of  the  cash  returns  to  ferraers 
from  sales  of  all  dairy  products. 

The  volr_r''e  of  wholesa.le  milk  sold  In  1940  was  increased  sharoly  over  that 
m  1939,  a,c c en tij-a ting  a  trend  that  has  been  in  evidence  for  many  years  and  that 
has  been  pronounced  siiiCe  1934,     Larger  volumes  of  m.ilk  used  for  cheese,  evapo- 
rated milk,  and  other  factory  products  made  from  v/hole  milk  appareiir.ly  have  ac- 
counted for  nearly  half  of  the  increase  in  ii^holesale.  sales  over  thcs:e  in  1939. 
ihe  remainder  of  the  Increase  appea.rs  to  have  been  utilized  commercjally  by  larger 
sales  of  milk  for  fluid  purposes  and  by  increased  skizardng  of  milk  in  fa,ctories 
for  production  of  manufactured  skim  milk  prod'j'crts  and  of  biitter,  ice  cream,  and 
other  products  made  from  cream.     Since  1924  v/holesaie  deliveries  of  milk  by  farmers 
have  increased  about  80  percent,  coiroarei  with  ircre-^.ses  of  14  percent  in  cream 
sold  as  butterfat,  8  percent  in,  retail  deliveries  of  milk  and  cream  by  farmers, 
and  a  decrease  of  57  percent  in-  farm  butter  sold.

In  Talkie  2  are  shown  the  estimated  quantities  of  nilk  utilized  in  each 
form  of  product  sold  in  this  country  from  1924  through  1940,  together  with  the 
quantities  used  for  various  purposes  on  farms  where  produced, 

The  price  received  "by  farmers  for  wholesale  milk  in  1940,  averaging 
$1.82  per  100  pounds,  v;as  about  8  percent  higher  tha,n  in  1939,  hut  v/as  lov/er 
than  in  either  1936  or  1937,    Taking  into  acco-'ant  "both  the  record  quantity  of 
wholesale  nilk  sold  "by  farmers  and  the  price  received,  the  value  of  wholesale 
milk  sold  in  1940  amounted  to  835  million  dolla.rs,     This  was  more  than  in  any 
recent  year  except  1929,  when  about  tiiree-f ourths  as  large  a  volume  was  sold  at 
a  price  of  $2,53  per  100  pounds  and  returns  to  farmers  were  842  million  dollars. 

The  q.uantity  of  cream  delivered  by  farmers  to  pla.nts,  dea,lers,  etc,  and 
sold. on  a  butterfat  basis,  was  somewhat  less  in  1940  than  in  1939,     In  the  '.■'est 
North  Centra,l  States — the  heart  of  the  Nation's  butter  producing  area — sales 
of  butterfat  in  1940  increased  over  those  in  1939.    Ho\irever,  smaller  sa-les  in 
other  areas,  particularly  in.  the  Northern  States  east  of  the  Mississippi  River 
(where  the  shifts  to  -sales  of  wholesale  milk  have  been  most  i;.rono\inced)  and  in 
parts  of  the  South,  more  than  offset  increases  in  the  V'est  North  Central  States. 
5'or  the  country?"  as  a  whole  there  was  a  decline  of  about  2  percent.    Tiie  price 
received  bj?-  farmers  for  butterfat  averaged  more  tha,n  17  percent  higher  in  1940 
than  in  1939  so  that  in  spite  of  a  smaller  volume  of  sales  the  cash  income 
received  by  fa.rmers  from  sales  of  butterfat  increased  to  352  million  dollars. 
This  was  the  largest  cash  farm  income  from  butterfat  sales  in  3  years,  but 
less  tha.n  in  1937  and  much  less  than  in  the  late  tx^^enties  when  about  the  sane 
quantities  of  butterfat  were  sold  at  much  higher  prices, 

lEhe  quantities  of  milk  and  cream  retailed  by  farmers  in  1940  were  smal- 
ler than  in  1939,  and,  v;ith  the  price  only  slightly  higher,  the  value  of  these 
sales  decreased,  amounting  to  319  million  dollars.     Sales  of  farm  churned 
butter  continued  downwa,rd ,  '  a s  in  other  years  since  the  depression  period  of 
the  early  1930's,  and  in  1940  returned  the  farmers  only  about  20  million  dol- 
lars or  slightly  more  than  1  percent  of  the  cash  income  from  dairy  products. 
In  Table  3  will  be  found  estimates  of  quantities  of  each  of  these  products 
sold,  prices  received,  value  of  each  product,  together  with  cash  and  gross 
farm  income  from  dairy  products  in  the  United  States,  1924-40, 


1940  Cash  Income  Up,  but  Below  1929  Level 

The  total  cash  income  from  milk,  cream  a.nd  butter  sold  by  farmers  in 
1940  amoujated  to  $1,526,702,000,    This  via.s  more  than  50  percent  larger  than 
cash  income  from  dairy  products  in  1932 — the  low  point  of  a  17  year  record — 
and,  except  for  1937,  the  largest  since  1930.    Cash  income  in  1940,  however, 
was  only  slightly  more  than  in  1925  and  was  17  percent  below  the  $1,838,489,000 
received  from  dairy  products  in  1929,  the  record  for  the  period.     In  Table  8 
are  shovrn  estimates  of  cash  farm  income  from  dairy  products,  by  States,  1924—40.

Tn.e  milk  cons^'jmed  in  houfreiiolds  on  farmf?  where  produced  as  milk,  ' 
crea.m  and  farm  "btjittsi',  priced  in  ^ each  Stcte  at  t^e  average  returns  re- 
ceived from  milk  .utilized  in  productr,  sold,  represented  a  value  of 
$387,353,000  for  the  co'ontry  as  a  wnoie  in  1940.    Because  the  higher  value 
per  unit  more  than  offset  a  soLiewhs-t  smaller  fami  usage,  the  value  of  home- 
consumed  dairy  products  in  1940  was  ahout  19  million  dollars  greater  than 
in  19o9»    HoTirever,  e:xcept  for  the  past  two  years  and  for  the  1931-34  period 
in  which  prices  were  low,  the  value  of  home-consumed  fa,rm  dairy  products  in 
1940  was  the  lovrest  annui^.l  raliie  of  the  17  year  record.    Value  of  dairy 
prod"uu3t3  consumed  in  the  households  on  farms  v/here  loroduced,  by  States, 
1924-40,  will  he  found  in  Tahle  9. 

The  1940  gross  farm  income  from  dairy  products,  which  comhines  the 
cash  from  dairy  products  sold  with  the  value  of  products  consumed  in  houv^e- 
holds  on  farms  where  produced  amounted  to  $1,914,060,000,  This  v;as  about  200 
million  dollars  greater  than  in  1939,  hut  less  than  in  1937,.  or  in  any  year 
from  1925  thrfi^ugh  tqGO,    Gross  farm  income  from  dairy  products- by  States  in 
the  1924-40  period  is  shown  in  Table  10, 


Higher  Prices  Reflected  in  Avera.^^-e  Returns  for  Milk  Utili2:ed 

\'!ith  prices  of  all  dair;'-  products  in  1940  higher  than  in  1939  the 
average  returns  received  by  farmers  for  m.ilk  and  butterfat  utilized  in 
dairy  produ;;ts  sold  was  likev;ise  increased.    The  average  return  for  all 
such  milk  in  1940  was  $1,74  per  100  pounds,  compared  with  $1.60  in  1939 
and  a  1924-38  average  of  $1.91,    On  a  butterfat  basis  the  1940  avera.ge 
returns  aiQounted  to  44,2  cents  per  pound,    Ii:  different  parts  of  the 
country  these  average  returns  are  inf3.uenced  both  by  relative  quantities 
of  milk  utilized  for  each  particular  form  of  sale— retail  milk,  wholesale 
milk,  butter,  or  butterfat — and  by  regional  differences  in  the  price  of 
each  product.     In  general  they  tend  to  be  highest  where  much  of  the  miUc 
Is  retailed  or  sold  at  wholesa.le  for  fluid  cons^^mption,  as  for  example  in 
Kew  Jersey  and  Florida,    The  average  returns  tend  to  be  lowest  in  areas 
such  as  the  Dakotas  where  milk  is  skiiTiraed  on  the  farm  and  sold  mainly  as 
cream  for  making  butter.    Averages  for  individual  States  are  also  affected 
by  distance  to  markets,  quality,  quantity  sold  per  farm,  and  other  factors 
that  influence  prices  of  individual  products.     In  1940  average  returns  per 
loo  poun.ds  of  milk  used  in  products  sold  ranged  from  $1,10  in  South  Daltota 
to  $4,37  in  Florida, 

In  Tables  11-61  are  shown  State  estimates  of  the  various  production, 
disposition,  sales,  vs,lue  and  income  items  relating  to  farm  dairy  products. 
These  tables  are  arranged  in  order  by  years,  starting  with  1924.  Under 
%ach  yea,r  there  are  3  tables.    The  first  of  these  relates  to  production  of 
dairy  products  on  farms,  the  second  to  disposition  of  milk  produced  on 
farms,  and  the  third  to  sales  of  dairy  products  from  fr?!.jrms,  -orices,  value

In  the  acconrpanying  tal)les  are  shorn  revised  estimates  of  fara  pro- 
duction, disposition,  sales,  and  valine  of  dairy  products  for  the  period 
1924  to   1933,    These  are  designed  to  supplement  estimates^  for  recent  years 
and  provide  a  compa.rahle  series  of  annual  estimates  "by  States  from  1924  to 
date.    Por  the  1929-33  period,  the  nev;  figures  represent  only  slight  changes 
from  the  estimates  previously  published,    Por  the  earlier  1924-28  period, 
hovrever,  the  estimates  of  mijJc  production  ha,ve  "bean  revised  upward  ahout  2 
percent  and  the  revised  estimates  shov/  material  departures  in  some  States 
from  the  original  estimates  that  vrere  hased  on  the  1925  Census  and  on  the 
incomplete  information  availa.hle  at  that  time.    The  revised  estimates  of 
disposition,  prices,  sales  and  value  are  on  a  "basis  comparable  to  that  de- 
veloped since  the  1930  Census  and  used  in  recent  years. 


PRODUCTIO¥  ESTIivjATES 

Milk  Cows  on  Parms;    Basic  figures  were  prepared  for  census  years 
in  the  light  of  Census  of  Agriculture  data  on  cov^s  milked  in  previous 
year,  cows  being  milked,  milk  cows  on  hand,  and  other  sources  of  informa- 
tion.   Estimates  betv/een  census  years  were  based  principally  upon  changes 
indicated  by  estimates  of  Jamiary  1  numbers  of  cows  and  heifers  2  years 
old  and  over  kept  for  milk  (adjur,ted  to  exclude  heifers  not  yet  in  produc- 
tion and  averaged  for  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  yea,r)  together  v/ith 
inforiaation  from  reports  on  mid-year  changes  in  numbers  since  1930. 

_Milk  Production  Per  Cow;    Basic  estimates  were  set  up  for  census 
years  after  careful  consideration  of  the  various  census  records  of  daily 
and  annual  production  per  cov/,  effect  of  time  of  year  on  the  various 
enumerations,  and  other  indications  of  relative  production  per  cov/  in  the 
various  States.     In  some  States  material  departures  from  Census  data,  v;ere 
necessar:/  to  maintain  a  reasonable  balance  between  production  and  utiliza- 
tion indications.    Annual  ch^anges  betv;een  census  years  v/ere  estimated 
principally  from  indications  of  annual  production  derived  from  monthly 
returns  of  crop  correspondents  and  dairy  correspondents,  supplemented  by 
such  additional  information  ixs  could  be  obtained. 

Total  Milk  Production;    Annual  estimates  of  milk  cow  numbers  were 
multiplied  by  aniuial  estimates  of  milk  production  per  cow  to  obtain  first 
indications  of  milk  produced  on  farms.     These  v/ere  then  reviewed  taking 
into  account  the  indicated  quantities  of  nilk  utilized  for  factory  produc- 
tion, fluid  consumption,  and  on  farms,  interstate  movement  and  other  fac- 
tors v;hlch  reflected  absolute  or  relative  production. 
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Para  Butter;    The  data  on  quantity -of  Gutter  produced  on  farms 
represent  Census  of  Agriculture  enuTaerations  for  1924,  1929,  and  1934 
v/ith  InterTenlng  and  subsequent  yea.rs  estiraated.     In  the  1925-28  iDeriod 
estimp.tes  were  hased  mainlj'"  on  e:ctension  of  census  trends  except  in  the 
States  where  farni-churned  "butter  utilizes  so  la.rge  a  proportion  of  the 
milk  produced  tha'c  the  trend  of  milk  production  is  indicative  of  the 
trend  of  farm  "butter  production.     Since  1931  estimates  of  "butter  produc- 
tion on  farms  have  "been  "based  largely  on  changes  shown  "by  successive 
annual  reports  for  individual  farms  and  on  other  indications  ohta-ined 
from  crop  and  dairy  correspondents.     The  estimates  for  years  since  1935 
did  not  allow  for  the  slaa.rp  decrease  in  the  n'um"ber  of  farms  shovm  'oy  the 
1940  Census  and  will  pro"ba'bly  need  to  "be  reviewed  in  the  light  of  the 
Census  totals.

Milk  Eed  tn  Calves;    Estimates  for  years  since  1931  were  "based 
mainls'"  on  the  prox^ortion  of  the  milk  produced  which  wa.s  reported  as  fed 
to  calves.    Eor  the  period  1924-28  very  little  information  v;as  a.vaila'ble 
on  this  item  and  it  is  now  assumed  that  the  proportion  of  ml?uk  fed  to 
calves  Vv'as  the  same  as  was  estimated  for  1929  on  the  "basis  of  reports 
from  dairy  correspondents  in  the  early  thirties.     In  recent  j^^ears  the 
percentage  of  the  milk  rep'orted  as  fed  to  calves  has  varied  somev/hat 
with  the  numher  of  heifer  calves  raised,  but  the  relationship  is  not 
clear  enough  to  indicate  definitely  the  rate  of  feeding  in  the  earlier- 
years,    Pro"ba"bly  a  high  price  for  milk  tends  to  decrease  the  number  of 
calves  allowed  to  nurse  the  cows,  and  to  that  extent  it  increa.ses  the 
qua,ntity  of  milk  needed  to  be  fed  per  calf  raised.    But  a  good  pries 
for  milk  relative  to  the  price  of  cows  is  one  of  the  factors  that 
tends  to  decrea,se  the  number  of  calves  raised.    A  good  price  for  milk 
also  increases  the  use  of  calf  meals  and  other  substitutes  for  v^hole 
milk  in  feeding. 

Milk  and  Cream  Consumed  on  Earms  VHiere  Produced ;     0;uant i t i e s 
used  in  farm  households  v/ere  estimaised  on  the  basis  of  the  estimated 
nmber  of  people  on  farms  with  covj's  in  production  multiplied  by  con-  . 
sumption  per  capita.    Population  changes  have  been  based  principally  on 
Census  trends.    Eor  recent  years,  estimates  of  consumption  per  capita 
have  been  based  on  reports  from  dairy  correspondents.    Eor  years  prior 
to  1930  a  nearly  constant  per  capita  consumption  was  assumed.  Reports 
on  -per  capita  consumption  on  farms  show  considerable  variation  between 
individual  farms  and  some  significant  differences  between  regions,  but 
only  small  changes  from,  year  to  year — except  for  a  general  tendency  to 
use  more  home-produced  foods  during  the  depression  years.     The  chief 
difficulty  in  estimating  milk  used  on  fa.rms  arises  from  changes  in  the 
proportion  of  the  smaller  "par%-time  farms,"  "subsistence  farms"  and 
partially  operated  places  that  are  classed  as  "farms." 
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i'iiLkJIsM..lo:rJlaj:m_B^  This  wn.s  calculated  Idv  multi- 

plying the  estiiQp.Led  quantitj'-  of  buoter  made  by  an  estimatsd 
quantity  of  milk  utili::ed  per  poimd  of  butter  made.     The  quantity 
of  milk  required  to  make  a  pou'id  of  butter  varies  between  States 
according  to  the  butterfat  content  of  milk  used  and  of  the  butter 
made;  also  according  to  the  peroentsge  of  the  butterfat  lost  in 
skimming  and  churning.    ITor  each  State  the  nilk  used  per  pound 
of  butter  v/as  assumed  to  be  conr^tant  over  the  -oeriod  of  j/ears. 

Precise  infoi-mation  regarding  the  milk  used  for  farm  butte 
is  probably  unobtainable  becaiise  Pjz  of  the  farm  butter  is  now 
made  on  farms  keeping  only  1  to  3  cov;s  and  in  many  of  these  place 
the  skimmed  milk  and  buttermilk  are  so  largely  used  in  the  house- 
holds that  incomplete  hand  skimriing  causes  no  real  loss  of  butter 
fat  and  is  more  or  less  customary.

Farm  Butter  Sold;    For  1S29  the  Census  record  of  quantity 
sold  was  accepted.    For  other  years  quantities  v/ere  estim.ated 
on  the  basis  of  several  factors,  including  (l)  trend  in  percent 
sold,  as  indicated  by  successive  census  reports;   {2)  relation  of 
quantity  sold  per  farm  to  qua.ntity  made  per  farm,  as  indicated 
by  the  various  Census  enumera.tions  and  by  returns  from  reporters 
since  19o0. 


Milk  and  Cream  Sold  From  Farms ;     The  quantity  of  milk 
available  for  sale  from  farms  was  distributed  among  the  various 
types  of  dairy  products  sold.     Indications  considered  included 
Census  enumerations  of  dairy  products  sold  from  farms,  receipts 
of  milk  and  cream  by  plants  in  certain  States,  apparent  quanti- 
ties of  milk  a.nd  cream  utilised  for  manufacturing  and  fluid 
consumption  v/ithin  each  State  (v/ith  allowances  for  interstate 
movement  of  milk  and  cream)  and  quc^ntities  of  dairy  products 
sold  from  farms  as  reported  by  dairy  correspondents  in  recent 
years.     For  the  most  pa,rt,  revised  estimates  from  1929  through 
1933  are  but  little  different  from  the  previous  series  of 
estimates  issued  in  "Milk  Production  Trends"  and  "S-upplements" 
except  v;here  material  revisions  of  estim.a^ted  production  or 
farm  use  items  were  necessary  in  order  to  tie  this  series  in 
v/ith  recent  estimates  based  on  1934  Census  data. 

In  extending  the  estima.tes  of  sa.les  back  to  1924  the 
Censu.s  enumera.tlon  of  dairy  products  sold  in  1924  v/as  useful 
onlj'-  as  a  rough  guide,  chiefly  because  the  v/ording  of  the 
Census  questions  v/as  confusing  to  some  enumerators,  Balance 
sheets  of  probable  commercial  milk  utilization  including 
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factory  and  fluid  uses  proved  very  helpful  for  checking  estimates 
of  sales.    Some  of  the  principal  prohlems  encountered  in  estimat- 
ing various  individual  products  sold  in  the  1924-28  period  are 
as  follovrs: 


Milk  Skimmed  for  Sale  as  Cream  to  Plants.  Dealers,  etc. : 
The  Census  data  on  dairy  product  sales  in  1924  appears  to  have 
differed  materially  from  those  obtained  hy  the  Census  for  1929, 
Most  of  the  cream  sold  to  plants,  dealers,  etc.,  in  1924  \i^as 
enumerated  under  ""butterfat  sold,"  hut,  in  a  number  of  areas,  a 
considerable  quantity  of  whole  milk  sold  on  a  butterfat  basis 
apparently  was  included  under  this  item.    Under  "cream  sold  (not 
on  a  butterfat  basis)"  considerable  cream  for  manufacturing 
purposes  appears  to  have  been  listed,  probably  because  farmers 
could  remember  the  gallons  better  than  they  could  the  pounds  of 
butterfat. 


In  estimating  the  quantity  of  milk  skimmed  on  farms  for 
sale  s-s  butterfat,  an  effort  was  made  to  include  all  milk  from 
which  the  cream  was  sold  for  manufacturing  purposes,  but  to  ex- 
clude both  milk  skimmed  to  supply  cream  for  retail  trade  and 
whole  milk  sold  even  though  paid  for  on  a  butterfat  basis. 
After  talcing  into  account  losses  of  butterfat  in  skimming  and 
delivery  and  allowing  for  interstate  movement  of  cream,  the 
estimates  of  milk  skimmed  in  each  State  for  sa.le  as  cream  were 
compared  with  the  computed  milk  equivalents  of  the  manufactured 
dairy  products  usually  made  from  cream.    In  a  fev;  States  rec- 
ords of  receipts  of  cream  at  plants  were  available  for  check- 
ing purposes. 

The  butterfat  in  the  cream  sold  at  v/holesale  to  plants, 
dealers,  etc.,  v;as  computed  by  multiplying  the  estimated  quantity 
of  milk  skimmed  for  this  purpose  by  an  estimated  quantity  of 
butterfat  paid  for  by  plants  per  100  pounds  of  milk  skimmed. 
The  estimates  of  deliveries  of  fat  per  100  pounds  of  milk  skim- 
med, v;hich  take  into  account  available  information  on  the  test 
of  the  milk  skimmed  and  on  losses  of  fat  in  skimming,  delivery 
and  testing,  varied  widely  betx^reen  States  but  were  assumed  to 
be  constant  for  each  State  over  the  period  of  years. 

Milk  Sold  at  Wholesale  to  Plants.  Dealers,  etc.;  The 
1925  Census  of  Agriculture  enumeration  of  "Whole  milk  sold  in 
1924  (not  on  a  butterfat  basis)"  does  not  provide  a  very  good 
bench-mark  for  projecting  the  estimates  of  milk  sold  back  to 
1924,    Part  of  the  deficiency  appears  to  have  been  due  to  in- 
clusion of  considerable  quantities  of  milk  sold  on  a  butter- 
fat basis  under  "butterfat  sold,"  and  to  omissions  where  the 
wording  of  the  Census  question  seemed  to  eliminate  the  prin- 
cipal method  of  sale.    Comparisons  of  the  1924  sales  of  milk. 
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cream,  and  "butterfat  emmeratad  by  the  Census  vith  indications 
of  quantities  utilized  in  dairy  p].auts  and  for  f].uid  consump- 
tion necessitate  estimates  considerably  in  excess  of  the  Census 
totals  in  some  States. 

In  preparing  estimates  of  milk  sold  at  ^/holesale  during 
the  individua,!  years  1924-28,  the  indications  of  milk  used  for 
manufacturing  purposes  and  for  fluid  consumption  v/ere  reviewed 
in  detail.    Receipts  of  milk  at  dairy  plants  were  used  vihere 
available.    In  computing  probable  factory  receipts  of  whole  milk 
from  the  iDroducts  manufactured',  allowances  v-ere  made  for  the  in- 
crease in  v;hole  milk  deliveries  indicated  by  the  increase  in  the 
production  of  skim  mi]k  products  in  excess  of  the  quantities  . 
that  could  have  been  made  as  a  result  of  the  skimming  of  milk  for 
market  cream.     Indicated  quantities  of  milk  used  for  fluid  consump- 
tion were  adjusted  to  exclude  milk  retailed  by  farmers  and  milk 
produced  by  village  covrs  not  on  farms,  before  being  used  in  check 
comparisons  against  estimated  sales  of  wholesale  milk,' 

In  reviewing  the  estimates  for  the  j^-ears  since  1930  simi- 
lar balance  sheets  of  production  and  utilization  v/ere  used.  The 
annual  enumerations  of  the  Agx-i cultural  Marketing  Service  v;ere 
used  for  determining  changes  in  the  quantities  of  dairy  products 
manufactured.    Year-to-year  changes  in  sales  of  dairy  products  as 
reported  by  dairy  correspondents  were  used  as  one  indication  of 
changes  in    wholesale  milk  sold. 


Milk  and  Cream  Retailed  by  Farmers;    A  number  of  factors 
appear  to  be  involved  in  the  trend  of  retail  sales  of  milk  and 
cream  by  farmers  since  1924,    The  gradually  increasing  strin- 
gency of  health  regulations  on  m-ilk  sold  for  fluid  use,  with  con- 
sequent increased  equi-oment  req^ulrements ,  has  tended  to  reduce 
the  number  of  farmers  who  retail  small  quantities  of  milk,  par- 
ticularly in  certain  States.    On  the  other  hand,  the  gradual 
disappearance  of  the  "tov/n  co\ir"  has  tended  to  increase  the  market 
for  the  farmers  retailing  milk  in  tov/ns  of  small  or  moderate 
size.    Another  major  influence  has  been  changes  in  the  number 
of  people  in  villages  and  small  or  medium  sized  towns  which 
represent  the  major  ma.rket  outlet  for  farmers  who  retail  their 
o^'m  milk.     Improvement  in  roads  and  increased  use  of  trucks  have 
caused  various  changes,  favoring  consolidation  of  routes,  per- 
mitting deliveries  from  a  greater  distance  and  favoring  the 
extension  of  city  deliveries  into  suburbs  and  outlying  tovms. 
During  the  depression  years  the  wide  percentage  spread  between 
wholesale  and  retail  prices  apparently  favored  retail  sales  by 
farmers  in  some  areas. 
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These  several  factors  v/ere  taken  into  accomit  to  arrive 
at  estima,tes  of  milk  retailed  by  farmers  in  1924  that  would  be 
res^sonahly  comparable  with  the  estimates  for  1929  which  v/ere 
set  up  largely  on  the  basis  of  probable  consumption  by  the  non- 
farm  population : in  rural  areas  or  in  tov-ns  under  10,000  popula- 
tion,   Sstimates  for  the  intervening  years  were  based  largely 
on  trend.    Since  1930  reports  from  farmers  themselves,  Boards 
of  Health,  market  administrators,  etc.,  have  been  utilized  in 
co,rrying  forward  the  estimates. 


VALUS  OP  DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


The  value  of  individual  dairy  products  sold  by  farmers 
in  eo.ch  State  v/as  calculated  by  multiplying  the  estimated  quantity 
sold  during  the  year  by  the  annual  average  price  for  that  product. 
The  cash  income  received  by  farmers  from  dairy  products  was  deter- 
mined by  combining  the  value  of  milk  and  cream  sold,  both  at  vrhole- 
sale  and  retail,  with  the  vplue  of  farm  butter  sold.  Average 
returns  per  100  pounds  of  milk  or  per  pound  of  butterfat  in  products 
sold  v/ere  determined  by  dividing  the  cash  income  from  dairy  products 
by  the  quantity  of  milk  or  butterfat  utilized  in  the  preparation 
of  the  products  for  rapTket.    Value  of  dairy  products  used  in  the 
household  on  farms  where  produced  v;as  determined  by  multiplying 
the  milk  equivalent  of  milk,  cream  and  farm-churned  butter  consumed 
in  the  household  by  the  average  returns  received  for  milk  utilized 
in  products  sold  in  the  same  State,    Gross  farm  income  from  dairy 
products  was  obtained  by  combining  cash  income  with  the  value  of 
dairy  products  consumed  in  the  household  on  farms  \irhere  produced.
